2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
has little to add to applicants' Response and accompanying reemphasized Declaration 
and accompanying Figures of Mark Holzer, the latter which upon careful review appears 
to both set forth a clear case of unexpected results while also setting forth non obvious 
properties that are possessed by the claimed invention. These include, as was set forth 
in the interview, the advantages and nonobviousness of the "reversible induction 
activatable fastening device, and well as the clear deficiencies found to exist in the prior 
art. Additionally, the changes to claims 9, 1 5 and 42 correct obvious informalities, while 
the change in independent claim 1 14, while possibly just setting forth an inherent 
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cooling step in the product by process limitation which ends the claim was nevertheless 
made so as to expressly set forth the cooling step and also to be exactly identical to the 
independent claim which was proposed during the interview between the Examiner and 
applicants* attorney Ed Welch on December 13, 2005. Additionally, the Examiner 
further notes that new claim 1 14 is the only independent claim in the application, and 
that clear support for each limitation found in the claim either has been or is now been 
pointed out.
